With these screens in place the wiodowa wen kept apm ia all 
kinds of weather throughout school lionra. 

The baiUiag waa equipped with a fan which fon-ed hot air into the 
raon, aad then wen alao atean-heatcd pipea maning along the outside 
walla under the wiadowa. Befon school opened ia Oa morning the jani- 
tor cloaed the wiadowa aad heated -tha room to 70 degnaa bj hot air firam 
the faa. 

When adMol opened the wiadowa wen raiaed aad the hot air inlet 
rlo8e<i. Than were no ( uld dmfta^ aa the velodty of the hot air rising 
from the radiator pipes was greater than that of the cold air which was 
being slowly diffuaed through the ckth aerseaa. The rasaltlng direction 
of the air current waa upward.
